The word methodology primarily means a set of effective methods of education and upbringing, this 
textbook considers a number of aspects of the methodology of teaching visual arts in elementary 
schools. 


Visual art teaching methods mean the teacher's methods of working with students to achieve a good 
understanding of educational materials and increase the level of mastery.
